Trustee 
Opposes 
Merger 


MONTREAL, April 2.—Trus- 
tees of the Canadian National 
Railways individually and as a 
body are opposed to anything in 
the way of amalgamation or un- 
ification of the Canadian National 
system with the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, or any move which 
would tend to the taking over of 
the C.N.R. system by the C.P.R. 

Their position was made clear to- 
day in a statement to employees 

issued by Hon. C. P. Fullerton, K.C., 
chairman of the board of trustees, 
and which is the first official an- 
nouncement made on the situation 
which has been causing some alarm 
to Canadian National Railway em- 
ployees throughout Canada. 

However it is made plain that the 
next few years will tell the tale, al-

Poor 
Beatrice was quite ignored by Lu- 
dovico but she was finally married 
when she was fifteen. 


A LOVE AFFAIR 

Ludovico was not a faithful hus-

SITUATION NOT HOPELESS 

“At the outset, let me say that 
IT am not one of those who con- 
sider the Canadian National Rail- 
ways situation as hopeless. For 
months past there has been on 
foot a propaganda looking to the 
amalgamation of the Canadian 
National and Canadian Pacific 
railways. I can readily under- 
stand that such an agitation may 
have a very serious effect upon 
the morale of the workers. The 
fear that unified management 
might result in a diminution of 
employment is readily under- 
standable. 

“It is essential in the interests of 
the railroads themselves that con- 
ditions of service should be such 
that the profession of railroading in 
all its varied aspects should be made 
attractive to the best of our young 
men, and this can only be done by 
the railroads offering at least as 
much security of employment as do 
other professions and occupations. 
I desire, quite frankly and sincerely, 
to express my sympathy with the 
workers in this regard, and my 
appreciation of the anxiety which 
has been and still is the lot of those 
whose livelihood and homes are 
dependent on the continuation of 
their employment by railroads.

GETTING INTO SHAPE 


“As to the first, I may say that 
already the Canadian National 
Railway have, through economical 
management, greatly reduved their 
operating expenses, total disburse- 
ments on that account in 1933 being 
| $113,000,000 under the 1928 figures. 
In 1933, the gross earnings of the 
| two railway systems, Canadian Pa- 
cific and Canadian National 
amounted to only $262,789,430. 


“When it is remembered that 
the operating revenue of both 
railways were under $263,000,000, 
it can be readily understood that 
the saving of such a further sum 
as is suggested in some quarters 
is quite impossible, 

In my opinion, such further sane 
—as contrasted with rash—econ- 
omies are as possible under a policy 
of co-operation as under a policy 
of amalgamation, If the two rail- 
ways are prepared whole-heartedly 
to join in the co-operation directed 
by parliament the savings will be 
approximately as great as they 
would be under amalgamation, 


FREE FROM POLITICS 

“Now as to the alleged evils of po- 
litical influences, everyone will ad- 
mit that political interference can 
work great harm, and that it is 
highly desirable that those who are 
directing any great enterprise 
should be free to bring to the per- 
formance of their task whatever 
| abilities they may have, untram- 
;melled by a consideration of party 
politics. 

“Let me say once and for all 
that today the Canadian National 
Railwzys are just as free from 
having to consider matters from a 
political angle as is any railway 
in Canada, and it is the intention 
of myself and my fellow trustees 
that this shall remain so. 

“As you are aware, the govern- 
ment appointed a Royal Commission 
and based upon the report of the 
Royal Commission an Act was pass- 
ed known as the Canadian National- 
Canadian Pacific Act. By Section 27 
of that Act it is provided: 

“Nothing in this Act shall be

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730,000 FIRE 


PRIESTS 
OUT AS 


Worst Fire in Ten Years 
Ruins Valuable Old 
Books and Manuscripts 


—Pastor’s Corpse Re- 
moved. 
SYRACUSE, N.Y, April —A 


$750,000 fire, the worst in Syracuse 
in 10 years, early Sunday swept the 
Assumption Catholic Union Hall, a 
former academy building, occupied 
by organizations of the parish, the 
Novitiate district headquarters of 
the order of minor conventuals, the 
rectory, convent, monastery, and 
finally the church itself. 

Fifty persons, including priests, 
brothers and novices of the Fran- 
ciscan order, sisters of the convent, 
and others who made their homes 
in the five buildings, were driven 
out by the flames that originated 
in the quarters of the Assumption 
Union. 

Included in the loss was a library 
of 3,000 volumes, many of them 
rare, and dozens of illuminated 
manuscripts rich in church history. 
Special efforts were made to save 
these and other costly and hallowed 
relics, but many of the books were 
ruined,

AFTER TWENTY-FOUR YEARS 

Canadians have of course no standing which 
would qualify them to advise or instruct the 
authorities of the United States in the enforce- 
ment of the laws of that country. 

But fortunately we are on this continent suf- 
ficiently civilized that representations made by 
a body of reputable citizens of either covwntry 
do not pass without friendly consideration 
when addressed to the Government of the other, 
while a recommendation made by one Govern- 


ment to the other is invariably treated with 
the utmost regard. 
The residents of an Alberta town have 


appealed to President Roosevelt on behalf of a 
highly-respected citizen of long standing, who 
has been identified as a man who escaped from 
the Leavenworth prison nearly a quarter of a 
century ago; and have asked the Dominion 
authorities to also petition for mercy on his be- 
half. 

It is unthinkable that these representations 
will be of no effect, the more so because the 
man in question consistently maintains he was 
not guilty of the offence for which he, along 
with four associates, was imprisoned. Twenty- 
four years of exemplary conduct should count 
for something as against the mechanical en- 
forcement of law against a man who broke 
jail while he was still little more than a boy. 

What more could be accomplished by keep- 
ing a man in jail for years than that his sub- 
sequent conduct should be as honorable as that 
of James Fahey since he escaped from Leaven- 
worth? 


GIVE IT PUBLICITY 

Major Douglas may or may not have dis- 
covered how to bridge the chasm that separates 
surplus food from hungry people, and to thus 
save civilization from starving to death in sight 
of unimaginable plenty. 

Certainly nobody has sketched the absurd, 
cruel and intolerable paradox of super-abundant 
wealth and world-wide misery in clearer cut- 
line than he has done in his Vancouver address. 
The fact, thus thrown into bold relief, is that 
civilization is as really in peril now as it was in 
the days of the world war. Either we of this 
present generation solve the problem of dis- 
tribution, or the civilization that we have known 
must pass from the stage. 

Some one will find the way. That we must 
not doubt. The genius of the race has surely 
not died out. Mankind has not struggled up 
from the ooze and slime of vanished ages only 
to slump back into barbarism through sheer 
inability to work out a way to make use of the 
fruits of all the thought and toil of the countless 


years. Human need must be given access to the 
limitless supplies we now know how to pro- 
duce, 


The idea advanced by Major Douglas has 
aroused a wider interest than any _ other 
readjustment plan suggested by any person 
now living. Among those offering suggestions 
for the solution of this world problem he stands 
foremost, The legislature has done well to in- 
vite him to this province. :It should go farther, 
and make arrangements that his explanation of 
his plan may be put in the hands of everyone 
who is serious-minded enough to want to ex- 
amine it. Why not arrange to have it broadcast 
in pamphlet form? 


THE EVIDENCE IN SIGHT 

The general manager of one of Canada’s 
largest banks told the banking committee at 
Ottawa that Canada does not need any recon- 
struction finance corporation. The banks were 
entirely willing to loan money, in any amount, 
in fact had been peering through the gloom of 
the depression for chances to loan money—on 
“safe” security, of course. 

That is the stickler, What security in Can- 
ada is “safe” today, or has been “safe” during 
the last four years? The banks, according to 
this testimony, have been looking for that kind 
of security, And on the showing of their own 
reports they could find very little of it. One 
of them reported at the end of the January 
| that it had tied up $492,000,000 in public bonds, 


while it would only risk $209,000,000 in current 
loans to the businessmen of the country. “Safe” 
security simply does not exist in these depres- 
sion times, in amount large enough to warrant 
the bankers loaning more than a minimum of 
credit, 

The greatest private corporation in Canada 

the C.P.R.—needed a government guarantee 
to obtain a $60,000,000 loan from the banks. 
Other great corporations received similar guar- 
antees so as to obtain loans. What chances 
have others to get funds to carry on when the 
security of these great enterprises is not 
accepted as “safe’’? 

That is the pass to which Canada has been 
brought by the private control of money and

With more real wealth in the country 
than it ever had before, the banks themselves 
admit they are carrying short sail and say they 
do nothing else. Having deflated the 
value of everything down to zero, the 
deflaters now say “safe” security cannot be 
found upon which to loan money.

“have not restricted credit during the depres- 
sion.” Then who did? 

The public may infer from this how much 
reality there is in the opposition that is being 
offered by the banks to the scheme to set up a 
privately-owned central bank in Canada. That 
is only an exhibition of shadow-boxing that 
need deceive nobody. A privately-owned cen- 
tral bank means the private control of money 
and credit.

The Vancouver City Coun- 
cil, incensed at the racket in 
church exemptions in that 
city, is going to submit a pleb- 
iscite on abolishing the 
exemptions on church prop- 
erty. They had a plebiscite a

few years ago which favored a continuance of 


exemptions on church property, but a lot of 
happenings have taken place since then. 

Wealthy property owners who beat the rap 
by putting up little two by four wooden bethels 
and renting them cheap to little bands of mil- 
itant religionists, in order to claim exemption 
from taxes, are finding the game has been over- 
played. Real estate must now be bona fide 
owned and used by a religious body, to get 
under the exemption clause. 


Even real estate bond fide owned and used 
by a religious body isn’t always above reproach 
as an episode that has angered the council and 
public of the coast city proves. 

There’s a $300,000 corner lot near the new 
C.N.R. hotel that the city would like to-tax and 


cannot under the exemption clause. It houses 
a church that became superfluous when two 
congregations united under church union a few 
years ago, leaving the trustees with valuable 
real estate on their hands. : 

In due course the property was sold for 
commercial purposes. The purchase price was 
$300,000. It was announced that a block of 
stores and apartments was to be built. The 
name of the purchaser until the last few days 
has been religiously guarded. The purchaser 
paid $295,500 of the purchase price, and left his 
claim to title until such time as he pays the 
$500 balance. 

During the years that the commercial pur- 
chaser has been getting his property carried 
free of taxes under the church exemption clause, 
a former city preacher, unfrocked after figur- 
ing as a co-respondent in a divorce suit brought 
by the husband of a female member of his 
flock, has been carrying on services in the 
church. When there arose a demand that the 
unknown commercial purchaser of the property 
pay his taxes like any other citizen, the 
preacher went before the Court of Revision and 
protested against this attempt to collect taxes. 
He called it “squeezing out the Kingdom of 
God.” 

It turns out that the owner of the property 
carried in this fashion without payment of 
taxes, is an exceedingly wealthy mining man. 
He is reputed to take $90,000 a month out of 
one mine, so that the piously expressed hope 
of the church trustees that they “expect to be 
successful shortly in getting the other $500” is 
not without financial ground, 

A great section of the public leans to the 
belief that there has been some sort of unwrit- 
ten. understanding between the trustees, the 
mining man and the passionate pilgrim, to beat 
the city out of its claim for taxes. At a time 
when wage-earners are paying 1 per cent wage 
tax, when the city treasurer grabs a $5 poll tax 
from the first weeks’ paycheck of poor sons 
of toil, and the city needs to buy tood and 
shelter for unemployed men and women, the 
thought that the wealthy speculator, the well- 
to-do trustees and the comfortably-to-do 
preacher are using the church exemption clause 
to pass the rich man’s obligations onto the com- 
mon taxpayers, isn’t at all relished. It may yet 
result in the exemption privilege being taken 
away from all church properties. 

After all, the Giver of all Good, ought to be 
able to see that churches are able to pay their 
own way and shoulder their fair share of civic 
responsibilities. The Baptist Church of Canada, 


as I recall, takes the stand that it does not 
want exemption from taxes. I don’t know 
much about doctrinal differences, but this 


readiness of the navy of the Lord to pay its 
way and ask no favors, is to be commended. 


The last few years have taken a heavy toll 
on American fortunes not dependent on bank- 
ing. The Astor fortune, invested in New York 
real estate has suffered from high taxes. The 
Payne Whitney estate which was valued at 
$186,000,000 when he died in 1927 and at $239,- 
000,000 on a revaluation in 1929, is now back 
to the 1927 figure. Edith Rockefeller McCorm- 
ick, known as the world’s richest woman—a 
daughter of old John D. Rockefeller—once sup- 
posed to be worth $46,000,000, had nothing left 
when she died but her big home, It was too 
big to sell and carried a mortgage for $500,000. 

Robert W. DeForest, who died in 1931, left an 
estate valued at $4,500,000, On a final account- 
ing in 1933 it had shrunk to only 5 per cent of 
that. 

Now comes the will of R. A. Long, U.S. 
lumber baron. He was rated at $24,000,000 a 
few years ago, and named the richest man in 
Kansas City. 

His will contains a clause reading as fol- 
lows: 

In view of the financial and industrial 
depression into which this country and the 
lumber industry in particular has been 
plunged, I have felt compelled to omit from 
this, my will, bequests to many relatives of 
Mrs. Long and myself, and to many individ- 
uals who have been long and faithfully in 
my employ, and to certain charitable, ben- 
evolent and religious institutions and 
organizations which I otherwise would have 
included therein. 

His $30,000,000 fortune had shrunk to less 
than a million, the bulk of which is left to his 
two daughters. 

It may have been a consolation to Mr, Long 
in his last days to reflect that he had been a 
generous giver to charities in his more pros- 
perous days. 

The depression has taken a wide toll. The 
only persons to benefit by the terrible desola- 
tion, are the credit mongers and coupon clip- 


pers.

} The committee on price spreads and mass 
| buying began as a farce. It gives promise of 
continuing in that form to the end. 

It originated in a speech from Mr. Stevens 
in the city of Toronto in which the Minister 
of Trade and Commerce outlined what he 
deemed to be one of the major defects of mod- 
ern civilization—mass buying and department 


stores, 

Business conditions in Canada are not the 
result of mass buying. Neither can department 
stores or chain stores be blamed for the exist- 
ence of things as they are. 

Glimpse, for a moment, the changes brought 
about in the last few years: 

(a) Total net production of wealth in 
Canada has fallen from $3,217,000,000 in 
1930 to approximately .$2,000,000,000 in 1933. 

(b) The earnings of Cenadian railways 
in 1930 amounted to $454,000,000. In 1932 
earnings droped to $293,000,000. 

(c) Carloadings which stood at 3,146,247 
in 1930, dropped to 2,032,157 in 1933. 

(d) Salaries and wages in manufactur- 
ing in the Dominion of Canada amounted to 
$736,092,000 in 1930 and the figure for 1932 
is down to $497,000,000, 

(e) The index price of farm products 
in 1930 averaged 82.3. In December of this 
year it was 53.3. 

One does not need to continue the record. 
In view of this tremendous crash of earning 
power, was it not inevitable that the mercantile 
business should be hard hit, that production of 
clothing should fall off, that employment would 
be scarce, and that men who had spent their 
lives in the upbuilding of a business should be 
compelled to witness the loss of everything 


they had, together with the wrecking of their 
future hopes? Once general business crashed 
nothing on earth could save the position of even 
the privileged few. To blame the present condi- 
tion on mass buying or on the activities of de- 
partment stores and chain stores is just as silly, 
ridiculous, and absurd as was the promise from 
the same sources in 1930 to relieve unemploy- 
ment by high tariffs. 


What does the committee do? Does it search 
for the remedy? It does not. Confronted with 
a gigantic problem it fritters away its time in 
asking inconsequential questions and dealing 
with minute details of things which, important 
though they may be to some particular local 
merchant affected, aid in no way whatever to 
the solution of the real merchandising prob- 
lems of the Dominion. : 


Mr. Stevens made the charges against the 
chain stores and department stores. He is 
chairman of the committee. He sits in judg- 
ment on the charges he has made. Counsel 
appointed by the committee is under his direc- 
tion. The “steering” of the committee, the trend 
of its activities, is controlled by Mr. Stevens. 
The Conservative members of the ‘committee, 
though unable to understand the underlying 
strategy of those who engineered this enquiry, 
are as quiet as lambs—they have hardly a word 
to say. When they speak it constitutes a voice 
from the “Amen” corner rather than an orig- 
inal contribution to the subjects under discus- 
sion. The Liberal and Progressive members of 
the committee are hampered by lack of num- 
bers. The chairman has his mind made up and 
has, of course, a majority in the committee on 
his side. The task of the chief counsel for the 
government is to fix, still firmer, convictions 
already established. One cannot listen to the 
investigation without coming to the conclusion 
that if these two gentlemen had met by chance 
on the vine clad slopes of Mount Vesuvius on 
the morning when it belched forth its fire and 
wrath on helpless Herculaneum and Pompeii, 
they would have exclaimed in one voice; 
“Inevitable! How could we escape it? In view 
of the recent increase in mass buying?” 


Economic forces had compelled the manu- 
facturer to lower wages. Prices could not be 
maintained, neither could wages in face of the 
tremendous destruction of buying power. In 
addition to these factors which operated against 
the manufacturer the cost of*the cloth, his raw 
material, has been maintained at a high level, 
in part through the operation of natural forces, 
but Jargely through the operation of the highest 
tariff level upon cloth ever enforced in the Do- 
minion of Canada, with minor exceptions one of 
the highest in the world. 

In January, 1930, the index price 
Canadian farm products stood at 102.6. 

On the same date the price level 
was 90. 

By January of this year, (1934), the price 
level of farm products was 55.3. The price level 
of cloth was 82.2. The level of farm products 
has fallen 46 per cent, the price level of cloth 
had dropped 8 per cent. 

Link up this one cold fact with the para- 
graphs previously enumerated pointing out the 
decline in purchasing power among producers 
in general. 

Now this committee sits and sits with great 
solemnity, in an effort to fasten the blame upon 
department stores. The committee cannot 
escape its task so easily. It must go direct to 
fundamental causes. It should recommend to 
the government measures which would alleviate 
the strain upon the basic producing industries. 
It ought to make clear to the government and 
to the country that conditions as they exist 
today are not due to changes in the system of 
distribution, but are due primarily to our 
failure to recognize the fundamental fact that 
Canada is not a self contained nation and that

the acceptance of the doctrine of self-contain- 
ment must carry with it ruined agriculture, de- 
clining industry, unemployment and a drastic 
lowering of the standard of living. It has been 
the realization of these facts which has forced 
President Roosevelt to ask for power to nego- 
tiate for tariff reductions with different nations. 
With equal clarity Secretary Wallace has 
pointed out that the continuation of the present 
high tariff in the United States must force that 
nation to turn 50 million acres of agricultural 
land into desert. Sooner or later these things 
must force themselves upon the Canadian peo- 
ple and when they reach the minds of our 
leaders then, and then only, shall we go for- 
ward to solve not only the problem of produc- 
tion but the problem of distribution, things 
which can never be settled by prejudiced gov- 
ernment committees trying for political pur- 
poses to shift blame for conditions brought 
about, in large measure at least, by the 
policies of the government which gave them 
birth,—R.J.D., Ottawa.

That there is a loss of at least 
$8,000,000 on the rural telephone 


| system to be faced, and that there | 


is no hope of a rural telephone | 
system in a province like Alberta | 
being able to operate without gov- | 
ernment assistance of some kind, | 
was among the items of information 
furnished to the Telephones Com- 
mittee of the Legislature this morn- 
ing by Jas. D. Baker, deputy min- 
ister of telephones and manager of | 
the government telephone system. 

The deputy minister defended the 
policy of selling off the rural lines 
at a “junk” price, saying that over 
half of the 20,000 miles of rural 
telephones had been erected before 
1914 and needed replacement. 


REVENUES DWINDLE 


Dwindling revenues and profits 
from the urban system now made 
it impossible further to carry the 
rural system, the witness made 
clear. If good times returned, it 
would wipe out the deficits on op- 
eration, but there would still be 
the problem of reconstruction to be 
faced. 

“What difficulties do you see if 
we make the rural system a public 
utility, and meet its deficits out of 
the public revenues?” asked Pre- 
mier. Brownlee. 

“In. addition to reconstruction of 
most of the lines and the payment 
of deficits, there'd be the demand 
from rural sections not at present 
served, to have telephone services 
instaWed as part of the public ut- 
ility,” said Mr. Baker, who recled 
off a list of deficits and defaults | 
on rural systems in other parts of 
the Dominion. 

Harry Ross and Hugh Farthing, 
members for Calgary, brought from 
the telephone manager the admis- 
sion that were it not for deficits on 
other portions of the line, he could 
reduce some of the Calgary rates
